Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1938. 

General  Statistics 

Arc'd. — 7845  acres  of  land;  405  acres  of  water. 
Po  p'ldation. — 29,920. 

Number  of  inhabited  houses  (at  end  of  1938) 
according  to  Rate  Books. — 8,651. 

Rateable  Value. — £312,970. 

Sum  represented  by  a  penny  rate. — £1217. 


Social  Conditions 

The  chief  industries  carried  on  in  the  area  are : — 
Linoleum  Manufacturing,  Paint  Works,  Laundries,  Iron 
Works,  Fat  extraction  and  refining.  Rag  Flock  Manu¬ 
facture,  Manufacture  of  Roofing  Tiles,  Building  Trades, 
Manufacture  of  Tin  Ware,  Gravel  Digging  and  Agriculture. 

Extent  of  Unemployment. 

There  was  approximately  800  unemployed  at  the  end  of 
1938,  550  males,  250  females. 

Vital  Statistics 

The  total  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the 
year  was  640;  of  these  326  were  males  and  314  females. 

The  illegitimate  births  which  are  included  in  these 
hgures  totalled  28;  13  males  and  15  females. 
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The  Birth  rate  for  the  year  was  21.39  as  compared 
to  21,92  in  1937  and  18.4  in  1936. 

The  Birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  15.1. 

The  Still  Births  numbered  20 ;  7  males  and  13  females, 
and  of  these  3  were  illegitimate,  2  males  and  1  female. 

The  Still  Birth  rate  was  0.66  as  compared  to  0.51  in 
1937  and  0.58  in  1936. 


The  Still  Birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0.60. 


The  Still  Birth  rate  per  1000  live  and  still  births  was 

30.3 


DEATHS. 


The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year 
was  317,  of  these  159  were  males  and  158  females. 

The  iJeath  Rate  was  10.59  as  compared  to  9.70  in  1937 
and  9.70  in  1936. 

The  Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11.6 

No  deaths  occurred  from  Puerperal  Sepsis,  but  other 
Puerperal  causes  accounted  for  2  deaths.

These  vary  in  number  from  time  to  time  and  are  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Middlesex  County  Council. 

Hospitals 

Staines  Hospital  is  used  for  the  treatment  of  non- 
infectious  cases.  The  number  of  beds  is  36. 

Staines  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  with  40  beds  is  used 
for  certain  of  the  infectious  diseases. 

The  County  Hospital,  Isleworth,  and  King  Edward  VI I 
Hospital,  Windsor,  are  also  used  for  non-infectious  cases. 

The  Middlesex  County  Hospitals  and  Sanatoria  treat 
Tuberculosis,  Smallpox,  Puerperal  Infections,  Mental  Cases 
and  complicated  Maternity  cases. 

Nursing  in  the  Home 

District  Nurses  are  provided  by  the  various  Wards  for 
general  nursing  and  in  conjunction  with  the  Middlesex 
County  Council  for  Maternity  work. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF 

THE  AREA 

Water 


During  the  year  the  main  of  the  South  West  Suburban 
Water  Co.  has  been  extended,  on  the  request  of  the  Council, 
to  Fairholme  Estate,  Feltham  Hill  Road,  Ashford.  Through¬ 
out  the  year  the  quality  of  the  supply  has  been  satisfactory, 
but  during  the  drought  the  quantity  caused  a  little  anxiety 
owing  to  the  choking  of  the  filter  beds  with  algae. 

Six  samples  of  drinking  water  were  sent  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  during  the  year  as  well  as  six  samples 
for  Chemical  Analyses. 

Without  exception  the  result  of  these  examinations  and 
analyses  showed  the  water  to  be  satisfactory  for  drinking 
purposes. 

No  case  of  illness  has  occurred  which  could  be  attri¬ 
buted  to  the  water  supply. 


Drainage  and 


Three  Wards,  Staines,  Ashford  and  Laleham,  are  now 
connected  to  the  main  sewerage  system,  while  work  of 
constructing  sewers  for  the  more  densely  populated  parts 
of  Stanwell  is  now  in  progress.  This  I  am  convinced,  will 
be  to  the  great  advantage  of  the  District  as  nuisances  are 
continually  recurring  owing  to  the  overflowing  of  cess¬ 
pools  in  this  area. 

Work  of  disconnecting  drains  from  cesspools  in  the 
Ashford  and  Laleham  Wards  has  continued  during  the 
year. 

Twenty  earth  closets  have  been  substituted  by  water 
closets  connected  to  the  sewer  in  the  Ashford  Ward. 

A  few  earth  closets  are  still  in  existence,  but  these  are 
not  in  populous  centres. 
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Public  Cleansing 

» 

House  refuse  is  collected  weekly  throughout  the  whole 
District. 

Earth  closets,  chiefly  situated  in  Stanwell  Ward,  are 
cleansed  weekly  by  the  Council. 

Cesspools  are  also  cleansed,  on  payment  of  costs,  by  the 
Council. 


All  dry  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  the  method  of  con¬ 
trolled  tipping. 


Trade  refuse  is  collected  and  disposed  of  on  payment  of 
costs. 


Rivers  and  Streams 


No  action  has  been  found  necessary  to  check  pollution 
of  Rivers  or  Streams  during  the  year.

Consent  was  given  by  the  Council  to  the  use  of  one 
privately  owned  site  for  occupation  by  campers  under  Part 
VI  of  the  Middlesex  County  Council  Act,  1934. 

Approximately  300  campers  were  accommodated  on 
certain  week-ends  during  the  summer  season  in  Laleham 
Park  for  which  the  Council  have  provided  a  supply  of  water 
and  sanitary  conveniences.  Numbers  of  campers  still  pitch 
their  tents  along  the  Riverside  at  Laleham.  This  site  is 
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quite  unsuitable  for  camping  purposes,  it  is  on  the  1)anks 
of  the  River  Thames  thus  making  pollution  of  the  River 
well  nigh  impossible  to  prevent.  It  appears  impossible  to 
stop  campers  from  using  this  ground. 

Smoke  Abatement 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  any  action  during  the 
year  for  abatement  of  nuisances  arising  from  smoke. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools 

There  is  one  publicly  owned  Swimming  Bath  at  Ash¬ 
ford. 

The  water  is  treated  by  Chlorination  process. 

One  sample  of  water  was  taken  and  reported  on  as 
being  comparable  to  drinking  water  in  purity. 


Schools 

All  schools  in  the  area  have  been  inspected  and  found 
to  be  clean.  All  schools  in  the  area  are  provided  with  water 
from  the  Public  Service  Main. 

Sanitary  accommodation  is  provided  which  in  most 
cases  is  adequate. 

No  school  in  the  area  was  closed  on  account  of  infec¬ 
tious  disease. 

Head  teachers  have  been  regularly  informed  of  cases 
and  contacts  of  infectious  disease.

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Sixty-five  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during 
the  year.  Of  these  fifty -five  were  admitted  to  Staines 
Joint  Isolation  Hospital. 

The  total  number  of  days  in  Hospital  amounted  to 
1833,  being  an  average  of  33.3  days  for  each  patient. 

Fifty-two  of  the  cases  occurred  in  persons  between  the 
ages  of  one  and  fifteen  years. 

Scarlet  Fever  was  the  cause  of  one  death. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

Thirty-four  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified. 

These  were  all  treated  in  Hospital,  Stahies  Joint 
Isolation  Hospital  treating  thirty-two  cases. 

Total  number  of  days  in  Hospital  amounted  to  1134, 
being  an  average  of  35.4  days  for  each  patient’s  stay  in 
Hospital. 

Diphtheria  caused  two  deaths. 

Twenty-seven  of  the  cases  occurred  in  persons  between 
the  ages  of  one  and  fifteen  years. 

One  hundred  and  seventy  children  were  immunised 
successfully  during  the  year,  most  of  these  being  of  school 
age. 

Since  the  Immunisation  Scheme  started  three  years 
ago  848  children  have  been  successfully  immunised.  Dur- 
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ing  these  same  three  years  we  have  had  104  cases  of 
Diphtheria  in  the  District. 

Only  one  of  the  848  Immunised  Children  was  diag¬ 
nosed  during  these  three  years  as  suffering  from  Diphtheria. 

These  figures  go  a  long  way  to  prove  the  success  of 
Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. 

The  method  employed  in  this  area  is  that  each  child 
under  8  years  is  given  three  injections  of  T.A.M.  at  fort¬ 
nightly  intervals  and  then  tested  at  the  end  of  a  further 
three  months.  Over  the  age  of  8  years  children  are  tested 
first  and  then  if  the  test  is  positive  are  given  the  same 
treatment. 

INFLUENZA. 

Influenza  was  again  epidemic  in  this  area,  but  al¬ 
though  there  were  a  great  many  cases  the  type  was  much 
milder  than  the  previous  year,  and  accounted  for  only  four 
deaths.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlej^ien, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  report  containing 
particulars  of  the  various  works  which  have  been  carried 
out  in  the  sanitary  administration  of  the  Urban  District  of 
Staines  during  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1938. 

The  introduction  of  Acts  of  Parliament  coupled  with 
the  various  Orders  and  Regulations  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  have  all  tended  to  materially  increase  the  work  of 
the  Public  Health  Department,  but  with  the  willing  co¬ 
operation  of  the  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspectors  acting  under 
instructions  of  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  work 
has  proceeded  satisfactorily  to  the  intent  that  residents  of 
the  working  class  are  better  housed  and  have  at  their  dis¬ 
posal  all  statutory  advantages  attributable  to  sound  admin¬ 
istration  of  the  Public  Health  Services  over  which  )mu  have 
control. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Public  Health  Committee  and  the  Council  for  the  kind 
and  just  consideration  of  all  matters  I  have  had  occasion  to 
place  1)efore  them  during  the  year.
